There have been many
Iynchings, and every one of them
has been & blow at the heart of or-
dered law and human justice. No
man who loves America, no man
who really cares for her fame and.
honor and character, or who is truly
loyal to her Instftutions, can justify
mob actlon while the courts of jus-
tice are open and the governments
of the States and the natlon are
ready and able to do their duty, We
are at this very moment fightipg
lawless passion. Germany has t-
lawed herself among the nations be-
cause she has disregarded the sacred
obligations of law and has made
Iynchers of her armies.
